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Arrests 
over EDL 
protest 
violence 

POLICE swooped on homes 
across the Black Country, 
including two addresses in 
Walsall, to arrest people sus¬ 
pected of violent disorder 
during a protest in the town 
by the EDL. 

Seven men aged between 
17 and 59 were arrested 
during the early morning 
raids on Tuesday. Police also 
seized items of clothing. 

It comes after violence 
erupted in Walsall town 
centre on September 29 
during the English Defence 
League demonstration. 

Officers swooped on 
homes across the region 
including Eagleworks Drive, 
Walsall and a home in 
Brownhills. 

Homes in Walker Street 
and Alexandra Road, 
Tipton, were targeted, as 
well as Coles Lane in West 
Bromwich Greswold Street 
in Hateley Heath and an 
address in Acocks Green. 

Officers have been scour¬ 
ing hours of CCTV footage 
under Operation Spinnekar 
since the violence broke out. 

Det Insp Pete Dunn, from 
Force CID, said: “We have 
viewed a significant amount 
of CCTV footage and media 
footage with view to finding 
the people responsible. 

“Since September we have 
been working to identify 
others who were involved in 
the disorder and now we are 
in a position to make further 
arrests, whilst appealing for 
information to identify 
other suspects we are yet to 
trace.”

AN APOLOGY has been issued by council chiefs after 
roads in Walsall were left treacherous when gritting was 
carried out too late. The heavy weekend snowfall caused 
havoc across the borough and lead to more than 50 
schools being closed at the start of the week. 

Residents complained of gritting not being carried out overnight on 
Saturday, unlike other neighbouring authorities, with some routes 


forced to shut. 

Highways bosses admitted they could 
have gone out earlier but insisted it was pre¬ 
dicted there would be 'mostly light” snow¬ 
fall. 

They insisted ploughs and gritters would 
have been sent onto roads much earlier on 
Sunday if the data and forecast from mete¬ 
orological experts had warned of a dawn 
downpours. 

However, they maintained that heavy 
snow flurries caused by the biting, easterly 
wind, would not have been possible to clear 
by snow ploughs in any case. 

Transport chief, councillor Tom Ansell, 
said: “We are admitting that yes, we could 
have gone out earlier. 

Shame 

“We understand residents' frustration 
and anxiety when they compare Walsall to 
other areas. 

“But we base our decisions on experts' 
data on road conditions and forecasts that 
are specific to Walsall, and react accordingly. 

“We were not expecting a dawn snowfall - 
if we had been we would have reacted differ¬ 
ently. We mobilised crews at around 9am. 

“Throughout Friday night and Saturday 
plenty of grit was put down and people were 
thanking us for our efforts. It's a shame that

they have now had cause to criticise up but 
it is understandable. 

“Our gritting crews work extremely hard. 
We don't claim to get it right every time and 
we are only human.”

Arboretum 
gets boost 
with 10,000 
tree plant 

TEN thousand trees have 
been planted at Walsall 
Arboretum as the creation of 
a £400,000 country park gets 
under way at the borough’s 
biggest park. 

Oak, birch and black 
poplar trees have all been 
planted in a bid to help 
entice more visitors. 

Trees have been planted 
at the former Grange Golf 
Course, in the Arboretum 
Extension, with a second 
phase of planting due later 
this year. 

But work is now being 
carried out to create the 
long-awaited country park, 
which will cover around 17 
hectares once it is complete. 

More tree planting will 
take place in November, and 
work will be carried out over 
the summer to help estab¬ 
lish the 10,000 newly 
planted trees. 

A feasibility study for the 
country park and its 
timescales will be published 
later this year and will go out 
to public consultation. 

Leisure bosses said the 
new country park will also 
complement the multi¬ 
million pound revamp of 
Walsall Arboretum. 

A total of £7.5 million is 
being spent restoring and 
transforming the historic 
park under a separate 
scheme. 

Anthony Harris, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for leisure, said the country 
park was a way of bringing 
the countryside to the town 
centre. 

College praised

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Bus interchange set to be improved 


THE bus interchange in Darlaston 
is to under go improvements to 
provide better waiting facilities and 
passenger information. 

A better crossing will also be pro¬ 
vided in St Lawrence Way under 
proposals being developed by 
Walsall Council and Centro. 

The news has been welcomed by 
Councillor Doug James, who said 
the two organisations had listened 
to bus users. Around £30,000 has 


been set aside by the council in the 
next financial year to develop plans 
for highways work. Firm details of 
the scheme and costs are still under 
consideration but a design is being 
put together by the two bodies. 

Centro spokesman Peter Cam¬ 
eron said: “Plans are at an early 
stage and funding sources are being 
looked at. Any development will 
need to be considered in conjunction 
with other schemes in the local 


area.” Council transport chief Coun¬ 
cillor Tom Ansell added: “We’ve set 
aside £30,000 to come up with a set 
of designs to introduce safer cross¬ 
ing facilities adjacent to the Asda car 
park in St Lawrence Way, Darlaston. 

“It’s a scheme which we antici¬ 
pate will involve Centro and the 
supermarket, and we’re aiming to 
improve the general facilities for bus 
passengers also.” 

It comes as there are fresh plans 


for a new bus interchange in Walsall 
town centre, worth up to £14 
million, being considered to include 
a bus station, taxi rank, coach serv¬ 
ices and car drop-off facilities. 

It is part of an overall programme 
which includes improving the M6 
road network and Lichfield Road. 
This is subject to getting Govern¬ 
ment cash but up to £25m could be 
used to improve junction 10.

Six to face

£3,000 postal scam couple spared prison

A WILLENHALL husband and wife who 
tried to pocket £3,000 in fake compensation 
claims from Royal Mail have been spared 
immediate stints behind bars. 

Parvinder and Baljit Nijjar said packages 
containing £500 and a £2,450 diamond ring 
had not reached their intended destina¬ 
tions. But they had never been sent and the 
couple had falsely filled in forms in a bid to 
get compensation payouts. 

Baljit Nijjar had access to documentation 
needed to lodge a compensation claim 
because she worked at the post office on 
Stourbridge High Street, Wolverhampton 


Magistrates Court heard on Monday. Her 
husband had previously worked at the 
branch and both had run their own post 
office before being declared insolvent. 

The court heard how one of the packages 
was to be delivered just 400 yards from their 
Willenhall home in Marshall Road. A mobile 
number registered to Baljit Nijjar was used 
on one form, claiming she was the intended 
receiver of the goods, while the other claim 
form stated she was the sender. 

Mr John Dove, prosecuting, said the 
claims, which were made within just three 
minutes of each other on June 13 last year, 


were an “attempted scam”. Baljit Nijjar 
filled the two packets with screwed up paper 
and gave them to her sister-in-law, who she 
also worked with at the post office. 

Her sister-in-law processed them, believ¬ 
ing they were genuine. But afterwards Baljit 
Nijjar removed the parcels from the post 
bag, and they were never sent, said Mr Dove. 

The couple, both aged 36, pleaded guilty 
to two counts of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion. Mr Dove said she owed her sister-in- 
law £7,000 and was working at the post 
office without wages to help pay off the debt. 

Both were given a six-week prison sen¬ 


tence, suspended for a year, and ordered to 
pay £1,155 costs each. They must also carry 
out 150 hours of unpaid work each. 

Chairman of magistrates Mr Dennis 
Davies said they would have faced an imme¬ 
diate prison term were it not for their early 
guilty pleas. 

Mr Timothy Gascoyne, defending, said his 
clients had suffered financial difficulties 
and were now insolvent. 

He added their scam was “badly con¬ 
ceived” and was “never going to work”. He 
said they both had new jobs and were trying 
to make ends meet. 


Better road safety pledge 
over detectors at kerbside 


NEW kerbside detectors being installed on a 
busy Walsall road will help improve safety and 
traffic flow, it has been claimed. The work in 
West Bromwich Road, Delves, will take four 
weeks. 


The detectors let traffic 
lights know when a person is 
waiting to cross the road and 
are being installed close to 
the junction with Bell Lane. 

Walsall’s roads chief Tom 
Ansell said: “The pelican 
crossing on West Bromwich 
Road will be changed to a 
puffin crossing which will 
allow people more time to 
cross the road if they need it. 

“Meanwhile, new signal 
technology will use kerbside 
detectors which detect the 
presence of pedestrians on 
the crossing. 

Prevent 

“The use of these detec¬ 
tors will avoid delays that 
are currently caused when 
pedestrians have crossed in 
the gaps of traffic. 

“The work will take 
around four weeks to com¬ 
plete, weather permitting, 
and we thank people for 
their patience while this 
worthwhile scheme is 
carried out.” 

Sensors will pick up when 
a walker is waiting to cross 
the road and prevent the 
wait drivers face at red 
lights, despite nobody cross¬ 
ing the road.

Developer Kier Property said they it was over¬ 
helmed with the support for the scheme and a 
planning application will be submitted in the 
next few weeks. 

Under the plans, a nine-screeen Odeon would 
be built, along with restaurants and bars while 
links to the town centre would also be improved. 
More than 250 jobs would be created. 

James Nicholson, Kier Property’s senior devel¬ 


opment manager, said: “The site has been identi¬ 
fied as the most strategically important for this 
type of development in Walsall as it will help to 
revitalise the town centre. 

“The additional footfall it will attract, along¬ 
side the inward investment and new jobs will all 
combine to play a positive part on local life to the 
tune of around £4 million a year.” 

Consultation 

Two cinema plans have now been unveiled for 
Walsall, with a Vue cinema also earmarked for 
land next to the town’s Tesco store in Wisemore. 

A two-day public consultation was held last 
week at the New Art Gallery over the Waterfront 
proposals, with members of the public and busi¬ 


ness bosses turning up to have their say on the 
leisure scheme. 

Pat Newland, chairman of Walsall’s Premier 
Business Park and managing director of Relko 
Group, said: “The people attracted to the cinema 
will visit retail outlets and be likely to start or 
finish their entertainment experience in existing 
and new restaurants.” 

The 64,500 sq ft leisure development will be 
built at the north side of the canal, which has 
been undergoing a multi-million pound regener¬ 
ation over the past few years. 

Hundreds of new homes have been built on the 
south side, while a 100-bed Premier Inn hotel also 
opened at the end of last year.

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Housing 
instead 
of hostel 
planned 

A DERELICT former 
library site in Walsall is set 
to be marketed for housing, 
following concerns from res¬ 
idents that a 91-bedroom 
complex for vulnerable 
teenagers could be built 
there. 

Land once occupied by the 
old Coalpool Library and 
clinic has been standing 
empty for years but is now 
being earmarked for regen¬ 
eration. 

Fears over the future use

Meeting 

A public meeting attended 
by more than 60 residents 
was held earlier this month, 
prompting calls for a more 
appropriate use of the site. 

Walsall Council owns 
some of the land and regen¬ 
eration boss Adrian Andrew 
said he would be suggesting 
to the decision-making 
cabinet that the site should 
be for “traditional” housing. 

No formal applications 
were submitted but the 
news has been welcomed 
within the community. 

Ward councillor Pete 
Smith said that a mature 
and elderly population felt 
the complex for youngsters 
wasn’t the right type of use. 

In principle, they pre¬ 
ferred a housing develop¬ 
ment, he added. 

Tenant gets the 
bill for damage 

A MAN who repeatedly 
kicked the front door of his 
council home in Walsall after 
being asked to move out for 
refurbishment work to take 
place has been presented 
with a £150 bill. 

Terry Selvey, aged 35, 
damaged the front door and 
frame at supported housing 
acommodation Dolphin 
House, in Dolphin Close, 
Goscote, after returning to 
pick up his belongings, 
Walsall Magistrates Court 
was told. 

He admitted criminal 
damage after the offence on 
February 12. 

Selvey, now of Mersey 
Road, Blakenall, was given a 
six-month conditional dis¬ 
charge. He was ordered to 
pay £50 compensation to 
Walsall Council, £85 costs 
and £15 victim’s surcharge 
for the matter. 


More car parking spaces provided H

A TOTAL of 50 new parking spaces will be created in a move 
to alleviate the problem of cars clogging up streets in a 
Walsall neighbourhood. 

It is hoped the creation of new spaces will help tackle long- 
running parking problems on some streets in The Butts. 

Walsall Housing Group has been given permission to 
create parking at Austin House, a 16-storey block of flats in 
Upper Forster Street. Ground surrounding the WHG- 
owned tower block will be resurfaced to create 33 spaces. 

A further 17 car parking spaces on Upper Forster Street 
and Butts Street, which are both close to Walsall town 
centre, will also be created. 


The move has been welcomed by Councillor Mohammed 
Arif, representative for St Matthew’s ward, who said the 
flats had only nine parking spaces for more than 60 resi¬ 
dents. 

Essential 

“These spaces are absolutely essential for people living in 
the area and will be welcomed with more than open arms,” 
he said. 

“Hopefully this will alleviate the long running problems 
of town centre parking, people leaving their cars in those 
streets and walking into the town centre.” 


Councillor Arif said people had been campaigning for 
better parking facilities in The Butts for several years and 
had held numerous public meetings. 

He added: “There is still a lot more to be done to try and 
tackle parking issues in the area.” 

Planning officers who approved the scheme under dele¬ 
gated powers said it would enhance the area. 

David Elsworthy, Walsall’s head of planning, said: “The 
provision of further off-street car parking for local residents 
outside Austin House is welcomed and will improve 
highway safety by removing vehicles from the main 
highway and alleviate existing parking issues.” 


Store staff to look 
for dementia signs 


SUPERMARKET staff in Walsall are being 
trained to spot and help shoppers with 
dementia, as part of a pilot scheme. 

Walsall has been chosen as one of a handful of towns to 
take part in a Government scheme to create “dementia- 
friendly communities”. 

Asda St Matthews, in George Street, is the first business 
in the borough to sign up to support people suffering from 
the condition. Banks, post offices, libraries, cafes, hair¬ 
dressers and other companies that deal with the public face- 
to-face are now being urged to follow suit. 

Recent figures revealed 
thousands of dementia suf¬ 
ferers across the Midlands 
may not yet be diagnosed 
with the condition, includ¬ 
ing more than 2,000 in 
Walsall alone. 

Businesses which sign up 
are given skills to recognise 
and to help make the lives of 
dementia sufferers easier. 

Funded 

The project will run until 
March 2014 and is being 
funded by Walsall Council 
and Walsall Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group. Accord 
Group’s Pathways 4 Life and 
the Alzheimer’s Society are 
delivering the scheme. 

Nicole Beeching, health 
and well-being manager at 
the Accord Group, said: 
“Sometimes just the sim¬ 
plest changes, such as how 
staff communicate, can 
vastly improve a person with 
dementia’s day-to-day life.” 

The idea was mooted in 
April last year when chair¬ 
man of Walsall Council’s 
health committee called on 
larger supermarkets to be 
asked to spot customers 
showing signs of dementia. 

It is hoped by 2015 up to 
20 towns, villages and cities 
will besigned up to the drive.

The concert featured amateur and pro¬ 
fessional musicians of various ages 
decked out in brightly coloured T-shirts, 
performing traditional orchestral pieces, 
sports themes and film scores. 

Add to the mix a guest appearance 
from former England international foot¬ 
baller Dion Dublin, playing an instru¬ 
ment he invented, and The People’s 
Orchestra was anything but your average 
musical ensemble. 

Principal conductor Chris Rawley 
explained: “We want to show people that 
an orchestra can be flexible and not be 
constrained having to play traditional 
classical material. 

“People will recognise a lot of the pieces 
we play from film or television, but it is 
rare that anyone gets the chance to see it 
performed live.” 

Accomplish 

The repertoire includes Keith Mans¬ 
field’s Light and Tuneful, better known 
as the intro music to the BBC’s Wimble¬ 
don tennis coverage, and Zimmer and 
Badelt’s film score for Pirates of the 
Caribbean. 

One of the high points is Aaron 
Copland’s Hoe-Down, which the orches¬ 
tra performs while a three-and-a-half 
minute film plays in the background. 

The idea is for the orchestra to finish at 
the same time as the film, a feat they 
accomplish to the second. 

Mr Rawley said: “We were about one 
and a half minutes out during rehearsals, 
but we got there tonight!” 

The orchestra also has a policy of not 


turning away players who successfully 
audition, meaning songs are sometimes 
rewritten to suit the orchestra. 

Mr Rawley said: “A typical orchestra 
will have two flute players, whereas we 
currently have six. 

“It is unusual for an orchestra to have 
more flute players than violins but if 
people are good enough we won’t reject 
them. 

“We will adapt the music to suit the 
players we have available. 

“It is not a case of us accepting 
anyone, as the standard is high, but we 
want to encourage as many talented 
people as possible to join the orchestra.” 

The People’s Orchestra was launched 
in March 2012 to plug the gap between 


local authority music provision and pro¬ 
fessional orchestras. 

Sarah Marshall, co-founder and man¬ 
aging director of the orchestra, said: “So 
many musicians stop playing after they 
finish school or university due to a lack 
of opportunities. 

“We want them to keep on playing so 
they can enjoy the music and hopefully 
pass on their skills to a new generation. ” 

This was the case with one of the 
orchestra’s most recent recruits, 45- 
year-old Jacqueline Burke, of Darlas- 
ton, who started playing the flute as an 
11-year-old at Wood Green School, Dar- 
laston, but found the opportunities to 
play diminished over the years. 

She said: “After I finished school I 


knew I was not good enough to join a pro¬ 
fessional orchestra, but I still wanted to 
carry on playing. I joined the West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service Band when I was 17, 
but after that there were no options and 
I started to feel really frustrated.” 

She was on the verge of giving up when 
she saw an advert calling for players to 
try out for The People’s Orchestra. 

Following a successful audition in Feb¬ 
ruary, Mrs Burke, a checkout assistant in 
Asda in Darlaston, was looking forward 
to making her debut on Sunday night. 

“Joining The People’s Orchestra has 
been a real breath of fresh air. It’s revi¬ 
talised my love of playing the flute.” 

The orchestra is self-funded, with 
musicians paying a £35 joining fee fol¬ 
lowed by £35 per month to pay for classes 
and concerts and weekly rehearsals. 

Although originally an Arts Council 
community project, the venture has 
become a registered charity. 

Experience 

Ms Marshall said: “Our aim is to get 
people and businesses to sponsor us so 
we can fund musicians who are not able 
to afford the fees.” 

Guest percussionist, footballer Dion 
Dublin, played an instrument he 
invented called The Dube. He said per¬ 
forming with the orchestra was a far 
more testing experience than leading the 
line for Aston Villa. 

“Playing football was second nature to 
me, so this was definitely a more nerve 
wracking experience. It was the first 
time I have performed with an orchestra, 
and with my musical background being 
in latin and jazz I had never played any 
of these songs before either. It was a fan¬ 
tastic experience.” 

One impressed audience member was 
James Morris, Conservative MP for 
Halesown and Rowley Regis, and patron 
of the orchestra. He said: “It is great to 
see more people getting involved in the 
project and I hope we can build on this 
success.”

LOCAL councils strapped 
for cash are only too willing 
to encourage supermarkets 
because they can include a 
regeneration project into the 
planning consent, and who 
can blame them? 

But the consequences of 
their action on the old town 
such as Willenhall and busi¬ 
nesses can be devastating. 

The first thing councils 
seem to want to do is pave 
over main streets and thor¬ 
oughfares, which might 
benefit pedestrians but it 
does nothing to help the 
small shops, most of which 
are now closing because they 
relied on passing traffic. 

Worst hit are small towns 
where just one of these 
superstores can cause a vir¬ 
tual ghost town and we need 
look no further afield than 
Darlaston for an example, 
without its food store it 
would struggle to exist. 

We have to decide before 
it’s too late how many of our 
old towns or at least how 
much of them and their 


many small town shops and 
businesses we want to save, 
and make plans to protect 
them. The obvious plan 
should be not to pave over 
main streets and thorough¬ 
fares and restrict parking 
when passing traffic is their 
main source of business. 

In the past couple of 
weeks applicants are propos¬ 
ing to turn two of Lane 
Head’s pubs, the Brown Jug 
and the British Oak, only 
200 yards apart, into con¬ 
venience stores, or shops. 

If either is allowed it will 
be detrimental to the town 
centre shops and market, 
which are only one mile 
away and are struggling in 
the wake of superstores. 

What was once a thriving 
little market town is becom¬ 
ing devoid of its variety and 
people who used to come 
from far and wide are start¬ 
ing to pass by. Unless some¬ 
thing changes pretty quickly 
it will end up like Darlaston.

Residents take dim view 
over new street lighting 


COMPLAINTS have been made 
over new street lighting in Walsall 
being too dim. 

Hundreds of lights were being replaced 
across Leamore and parts of Bloxwich as 
part of a £250,000 scheme. 

But some residents fear the lights are not 
bright enough and could lead to increased 
trouble and anti-social behaviour behav¬ 
iour. 

More than 590 old-style sodium orange 
lights were replaced with LED lights last 
March. They are said to use less electricity 
and give out a better light. 

Councillor Pete Smith, who represents 
Blakenall, said he had received complaints 
from people in Webster Road and Goscote 
Place over the lack of light from the lamps. 

“It is claimed the new lighting is very dim 
indeed and much worse than the lighting 
that has been replaced,” he said. 

“It follows a similar complaint a few days 
ago about very dim street lights in Goscote 
Place.” 

Sorry 

He called on Walsall Council, which 
employs Amey to manage its street lights, to 
look into them. 

Council chiefs said a survey carried out 
after the first wave of new lights showed the 
majority of residents were pleased with 
them. 

Councillor Tom Ansell, environment 
boss, said: “We’re sorry to hear that people 
are unhappy with the new lights, particu¬ 
larly as it was the many positive comments 
from residents involved in the first phase of 
this work that have helped us refine the 
design for this second phase. 

“For stage one of this £250,000 project we 
staged a survey before the lights were 
installed to see what people thought about 
what they already had.”

Unfolding the history 
of alleys and streets 


YOU may not have noticed 
the little alleys or streets in 
Wolverhampton City 
Centre with the name Fold. 

You may think they are dead¬ 
ends, or private access-ways. You 
may not have given them a second 
thought. 

But if you stop to consider, you 
will realise the name has a 
meaning. They may not look like 
they would hold sheep today. 

Development and redevelopment 
over the centuries change towns 
and cities, even historical, tourist 
places. 

But their history does not disap¬ 
pear, and their remaining unique 
features from the past deserve 
preservation. 

Wolverhampton’s wealth in 
Mediaeval times was built on the 
wool and cloth trade, wealth which 
paid for St Peter’s Collegiate 
Church to be rebuilt on a grand 
scale in the 14th century, and made 
grander a hundred years later. 
Local merchants traded in this

cou ntry and Europe, there wer e the 
different trades-people In" the 
industry, such as tailors, drapers, 
weavers, spinners, fullers, dyers, 
plus those who sorted, scribbled 
and scoured the wool. 

Sheep came in from Shropshire 
and the Welsh Marches for sale in 
the sheep market, which was possi¬ 
bly sited in North Street, its old 
name being Tup Street. 

The Folds, off the main Mediae¬ 
val streets, served as temporary 
locations for penning the animals. 

Each has a story to tell. 

Blossoms Fold takes it name 
from church prebendaries (priests) 
in the 14th century. 

Townwell Fold was the location 
of four wells serving the towns¬ 
people. Wheeler’s Fold has differ¬ 
ent possible origins, and has 
connections with John Wesley, 


Charles Dickens and renowned 
actress Sarah Siddons. 

Farmer’s Fold is named after 
18th century bakers, but has 
names older than this. 

Some of these streets and alleys 
are well used, well looked after and 
put to good commercial use, others 
are in need of refurbishment, 
bringing back into use and making 
more well know to the public. 

Picking up on this, and using the 
information researched to produce 
the book The Folds of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton (Brewin Books), the Wolver¬ 
hampton Civic and Historical 
Society have begun a website, 
www.wolverhamptonfolds.co.uk 
for use by owners, occupiers, th 
council and the public. 

Each subject is highlighted with 
its needs, with the ultimate inten¬ 
tion of making something of a 
unique feature of the city centre 
and an important part of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s history.

Flats get green makeover 


TENANTS of high-rise flats in 
Walsall are being given help 
with rising fuel bills through a 
green makeover scheme.

The Walsall blocks will be some of 
the first in the UK to receive the cash 
that sets a precedent for future work.

I f you’re a Doctor Who fan, 2013 is 
going to be a very big year indeed. 

November 23rd marks the 50th 
anniversary of the science fiction 
show, and the Beeb is pulling out all 
the stops to celebrate it. 

In the past, such events have been 
marked by special editions featuring 
previous actors to have played the 
Doctor, but show-runner Steven 
Moffat is giving away as little 
information this time around as he 
can get away with.

Vauxhall supermini with combinations 



By Matt Kimberley 


There are around 60,000 different combinations for the 
exterior and about 80,000 for the inside, but since some 
combinations aren’t allowed for either stylistic or manufac¬ 
turing reasons, the 4.8 billion theoretical possibilities gets 
cut back a bit. 

As you sit in the dealership, you can choose to change 
more than you can on any other car, such as the dashboard 
finish and colour scheme, the head¬ 
lining style, coloured clips on the 
wheel spokes, steering wheel trim 
colour, door trim colour, front grille 
cross-member colour, wheel style, 
wheel colour, roof colour, body 
sticker style and colour, gear lever 
and handbrake lever finish and then 
colour, body paint colour, seat fabric 
type, engine choice, trim level and so 
on until you realise that it’s dark and 
all the sales staff have gone home. 

Ultimately, there will be 40 styles 
of wheel alone, before you move into 
wheel colours and clips. Expect the 
12 funkily named exterior colours 
such as Papa Don’t Peach, James 
Blonde, Buzz Lightgreen and I’ll Be 
Black to be expanded as well. Before 
too long, there might just be an 
Adam for every person on the planet. 
The Vauxhall Adam which offers thousands of different combinations But if you prefer, you can just 

choose an ‘Extreme Pack’, which 


YOU could argue that Vauxhall is a bit late to 
the party when it comes to the fashion-led 
supermini segment dominated by the triumvi¬ 
rate of the Mini, the Fiat 500 and the Citroen 
DS3, but the Adam’s lateness might just be 
the making of it. 

Buyers in this lucrative part of the car market are looking 
for something different, and more specifically something 
they can make their own. 

With that in mind, try this on for size: the Adam comes in 
four billion possible combinations. Which is a lot. 


basically gives you a ready-made design built from a combi¬ 
nation of the available choices into a cohesive look. The 
choice is yours. 

On more familiar ground, there are three trim levels, but 
none will have any identifying badges, so no one will neces¬ 
sarily know whether any individual Adam is the cheapest 
but still well-equipped Jam, mid-range Glam or the sporty 
Slam. 

The engine under the bonnet will stay a secret too; from 
a choice of 1.2 and 1.4 petrols. There’s no diesel and there 
never will be according to Vauxhall.There’s just no demand 
for it in a car this small. And small it is, based on a shortened 
and heavily modified Corsa chassis. 

Responsive 

The larger engine is much more responsive than the 1.2, 
which feels a bit dim-witted at times compared to the gen¬ 
uinely sharp and lively character of the 1.4. 

It comes in two power outputs, but either will do the job 
nicely. The 1.4 is still lightweight too, which gives the Adam 
a lovely lightweight and nimble feel at the front wheels. It 
bites into turns as keenly as a vampire bat; all the more so 
with larger, wider wheels and tyres fitted. 

There’s not much body roll either. Strengthening work 
around the suspension has done wonders to keep the stylish 
little nipper flat and stable without denting its thoroughly 
likeable sense of chuckability. 

Even if you only potter around in it, there’s a certain 
sense of joie de vivre, which is partly thanks to the interior 
style and partly down to the well-judged balance between 
the way the steering, pedals and slightly notchy five-speed 
gearbox feel. It’s easy to drive and easy to enjoy, although on 
the motorway the revs spin too high and it buzzes along a 
little out of its comfort zone. 

There’s not a massive amount of room in the boot. 


Although it’s relatively deep and you can squeeze a surpris¬ 
ing amount of soft baggage in, the pinching point where the 
rear seat backs and the load lip come closest is a bit of a 
barrier to getting bigger stuff or hard cases in. 

Vauxhall hasn’t been shy with the equipment on offer, but 
with all models blessed with alloy wheels, a chunky leather- 
covered steering wheel and colourful interiors, the actual 
equipment you get takes a back seat to the enjoyment and 
feel-good factor the car gives you. When was the last time 
automatic windscreen wipers made you grin like a fool 
anyway? 

Nonetheless, all the gear you could hope for is available, 
including a clever touchscreen ‘Intellilink’ interface that 
simply transfers your smartphone’s main functions to the 
display. 

The Adam might be late to the party, but it’s learned from 
its rivals and it moves the game on. 

Astonishing customisation potential in a great-looking 
starting package is likely to be a sizeable ace up the Adam’s 
sleeve.

Compact and sleek new 
Merc starts from £24,355 



The new Mercedes CLA-class looks good but its performance fails to live up to the styling 


THE order books for the new 
Mercedes CLA-Class have 
been opened, with prices 
starting from £24,355 on the 
road. 

The compact and sleek four-door 
saloon blends coupe-like looks with a 
sizeable boot and the ability to carry 
five, in a package aimed at younger 
drivers with a penchant for sportier 
styling. As such, the range is split into 
two similar trim lines; Sport and AMG. 

There are just two engine choices 
available though, with neither the 1.6- 
litre petrol nor the 2.1-litre diesel offer¬ 


ing the performance to match the style. 

While the petrol version starts at the 
range entry price, the diesel, which is 
the lowest-emitting of the two for 
carbon dioxide with 117g/km, is a 
whopping £5,000 more expensive at 
the same trim level. 

Standard equipment on the Sport 
includes attention monitoring, 
parking and automated braking assist 
systems, Bluetooth, satnav pre-wiring, 
dual zone climate control and, on the 
outside, twin polished exhaust pipes. 

The Sport, contrary to its name, also 
rides on ‘Comfort Suspension’. Con¬ 
versely, the AMG Sport model switches 


to ‘Sport Suspension’, crowned with 
five-spoke AMG alloy wheels, plus a 
different grille design, a flat-bottomed 
steering wheel, grippier upholstery 
and a subtle AMG body kit. 

Upgrading to AMG Sport from the 
lower level adds £2,200, making the 
most expensive model the diesel AMG 
Sport, with a price tag of £31,555. 

There are also a host of options and 
option packs, although with the inte¬ 
rior-lifting Exclusive Pack almost 
£2,000 on Sport models, these don’t 
come cheap.

Audi cylinder systems are 
designed to save on fuel 


AUDI has revealed A1 and A3 
models featuring the same 
cylinder deactivation 

systems as its high-perfor¬ 
mance S and RS models. 

‘Cylinder-on-Demand’ (CoD) tech¬ 
nology, which will also be employed in 
Volkswagen’s Polo BlueGT, shuts down 
the fuel supply to half the engine’s 
cylinders under light throttle inputs 
and noticeably increases fuel economy. 

The two new Audi models will share 
a 138bhp turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol 
engine which with the help of the CoD 
system has averaged up to 60.1mpg 
under the current official tests. The 
figure applies to the Al, A1 Sportback 
and three-door A3, with the five-door 


A3 Sportback dipping slightly to 
58.9mpg. 

C02 emissions are just 109g/km for 
the two Als and the lighter A3. The A3 
Sportback is not far behind, on 
112g/km, but does sit one road tax 
band higher and costs £30 for a year 
instead of £20. 

CoD technology, which when used 
with gentle throttle inputs is imper¬ 
ceptible in its operation, is the latest in 
the Volkswagen Group’s efforts to 
lower the environmental impact of its 
cars. 

Two of the 1.4-litre engine’s four 
cylinders can be shut off or restarted in 
just 13 milliseconds, making it 
supremely advanced among its small 
petrol engine rivals. As standard it is 


combined with stop-start technology 
for further increased efficiency. It is an 
‘intelligent’ system that judges how 
the driver is driving and only deacti¬ 
vates cylinders if conditions are right. 
For example, if the sensors detect an 
irregular throttle usage pattern like on 
a twisting road or through a set of 
roundabouts, CoD will not activate. 

Nor will the system work under 
engine braking, allowing all four cylin¬ 
ders to support deceleration. 

With almost identical fuel consump¬ 
tion figures but no default emissions 
penalties, the CoD-equipped models 
represent a significant company car 
tax saving of around 40 per cent com¬ 
pared to the Al and A3 diesels, accord¬ 
ing to Audi.

d) the slip road leading to the southbound carriageway of the 
M6 Junction 9. 

Work will be carried out overnight between 22:00 hours and 06:00 hours and 
is expected to start on Monday 8 April 2013 and continue for approximately 
seven weeks. The Order will come into force on 1 April 2013. 

Vehicles being used for police, fire brigade or ambulance purposes will 
be exempt from the speed limit and closures and vehicles being used for 
special forces purposes will be exempt from the speed limit.

Point keeps Walsall 
in promotion hunt

A CRUNCH Easter looms for 
manager Dean Smith and his 
Walsall team. 

Three unforgettable months of stunning 
progress have turned the Saddlers into 
genuine League One play-off contenders, 
writes Steve Madeley. 

Now, despite a frustrating, freezing after¬ 
noon, Smith and Co have the chance to 
make their magnificent efforts count. 

Saturday’s windswept drudgery in 
Hartlepool felt annoyingly like a chance 
missed for Walsall against a Pools side 
devoid of confidence and inspiration. 

Yet Smith’s men ended the weekend one 
place closer to the top six, and still just four 
points away, thanks to a hard-fought draw 
on a horrible day by the North Sea. 

Now come three matches against fellow 
promotion candidates which will go a long 
way to deciding if a scarcely believable surge 
is a period of significant advancement or 
foundations of a truly special campaign. 

Potential 

Whether Saturday’s events represent a 
minor setback or a small step in the right 
direction will be known in a few weeks’ time. 

It was only a point against a desperately 
poor side who the Saddlers would surely 
have disposed of had they unleashed their 
full attacking potential. 

On the other hand, it extended an 
unbeaten run to 10 games and took them 
into a potentially pivotal Easter programme 
with momentum still in their favour. 

Of all the sides chasing the chance to 
extend their season into the excitement of 
play-off action, the Saddlers are surely the 
team with the stiffest wind in their sails. 

That they should have headed back from 
the coast to the snowy Midlands disap¬ 
pointed with a share of the spoils said much 
about soaring expectations that have grown 
from a marvellous run after a baffling 
slump.

Increasing ambitions will add an element 
of pressure to three games that will deter¬ 
mine the eventual direction of their season. 

But, having risen from a spell of despair to 
a position of comfort and optimism, Walsall 
can attack the fixtures with a freedom and 
enjoyment that will be absent from the 
dressing rooms of several of their rivals. 

They will acknowledge, however, that 
some attacking improvement will be 
required from Saturday’s war of attrition if 
they are to make the most of the opportunity 
they have carved out for themselves. 

They left Victoria Park with defensive 
play worthy of praise. Debutant keeper Sam 
Johnstone played a solid part in a display of 
resilience built on the defiant muscle of 
captain Andy Butler and the classy intelli¬ 
gence of central defensive partner Paul 
Downing - aided by the tenacious midfield 
play of Adam Chambers and Sam Mantom. 


Despite some spells of pressure, they 
rarely looked in serious danger of handing 
Pools their first goal in six matches. 

But, if Johnstone was restricted to just a 
couple of decent saves on his first appear¬ 
ance, home keeper Scott Flinders was in 
danger of frostbite as the Saddlers failed to 
force him into any action of note. 

Without leading scorer Will Grigg, Walsall 
produced a handful of pleasing midfield 
moves but lacked any genuine punch near 
the 18-yard box. 

The hosts had the better chances of a for¬ 
gettable first half, with Andy Taylor’s 
important far-post clearance almost turning 
into a bizarre own-goal before Evan 
Horwood sent an effort just wide of the 
Walsall goal. 

Johnstone made a routine stop from Steve 
Howard shortly before a trickier save to 
keep out a header from Antony Sweeney. 


But, having withstood a modicum of 
Hartlepool pressure, Smith’s men found 
their feet before half-time and made the 
majority of the running after the break. 

They could not, however, turn possession 
into obvious chances, with a shot wide from 
Ashley Hemmings the closest they came. 

Too many times, promising openings 
ended with poor decisions, not least when 
Jamie Paterson stole possession and raced 
towards goal, only to opt for a tame shot 
instead of a simple pass to an unmarked 
George Bowerman. 

The final whistle confirmed a result that 
pleased neither team. 

Pools supporters booed their side’s latest 
blank while Saddlers shoulders slumped 
after their late onslaught went unrewarded. 

But for Smith and his players, a point was 
enough to keep them in the play-off race. 
Now comes the chance to make their move.

take part. Urban golf sessions at 
youth centres use Golf Xtreme 
equipment with follow-up sessions 
at The Golf Academy introducing 
more traditional golf clubs. 

Thomas said Golf Xtreme equip¬ 
ment offered a chance to do some¬ 
thing away from youngsters’ normal 
environment. Golf could help with 
life skills such as respect for people 
around them and working together. 

“It is easy for youngsters to be 


hard on themselves, but through the 
golf games we have been able to 
encourage a self-recognition of their 
own achievement, which can hope¬ 
fully rub off in other areas of their 
lives and prevent potential problems 
in the future.” 

The scheme is being organised 
under the umbrella of the Stafford¬ 
shire County Golf Partnership. 
County development officer Sean 
Hammill said: “Golf has far more to 
offer than many people might think. 

“The feedback on this scheme, 
which is receiving Sportivate 


funding, has been very positive. The 
youngsters have been fully engaged, 
really behaving well and are learn¬ 
ing new skills. 

“They are all enthusiastic partici¬ 
pants and we are now getting more 
asking if they can take part.” Dis¬ 
counted range balls and a free golf 
club are offered to encourage the 
youngsters to maintain interest 
after the programme finishes.
